Sir — The  barbarous  practice  which  un 
hapily  prevails  among  the  Hindoos,  of  al- 
lowing the  wile  to  be  burnt  alive  v«ith  the 
Corpse  of  her  -deceafed  husband,  h,s  be- 
come fo  generally  known  to  the  European 
part  of  the  community  in  Bengal,  tint 
very  probab’y,  the  following  account  of  a 
feene  of  this  kind,  to  which  I was  an  eve 
witnefs  on  Friday  foil,  at  Se  bpore,  on  tin* 
oppnfite  bank  of  the  river  will  excite  emo- 
tions of  horror  lather  than  furprtze.  But 
lurely,  no  chriflian  could  be  so  callous  to 
the  calls  of  humanity,  as  to  have  Hood  a 
fpectator  of  the  tragical  feene,  without 
heaving  a fi^h  lor  the  late  of  the  unhappy 
victim  i/'.o  ff.tjm  the  abfurd  prejudices  of 
her  religion,  and  a milfoken  idea  of  pietv, 
was  about  to  be  devoted  to  the  fame 
flames  that  were  to  reduie  to  allies  the  re- 
mains of  her  deceafed  hufband. 

1 he  age  of  he  Inplels  woman,  whofe 
lot  it  was  on  the  prefent  occalion,  to  be 
thus  facri/iced  I concluded,  from  her  ap- 
pearance, not  to  exceed  four  or  five  and 
twenty.  Her  hu-.band,  I was  informed, 
had  been  a common  prafant,  and  goine 
out  lad  Thursday,  to  his  ordinary  otcupa 
tion,  had  cccafion  to  go  up  a cocoa-nut 
tree,-  he  had  nearly  reached  its  summit, 
when  a fud  len  guff  of  wind  arifn.g,  and 
the  roots  of  tree  being  much  decayed  it 
unluckily  fell,  apd  the  poor  man,  by  the 
fall,  killed  on  the  fjiot.

So  firmly  bent  was  (he 
on  the  execution  of  this  purpofe,  that  the 
confideration  of  leaving  two  helplefs  chil- 
dren, yet  in  a (late  of  infancy,  and  a thud 
child,  of  which  I lie  had  juft  been  delivered, 
entirely  drllitute  of  a parental  care,  was 
not  incentive  fufficient  to  induce  her  to 
relinquifh  fo  ralh  and  imprudent  a rlefign.

cil  trait  of  timidity  on  her  countenance 
or  any  other  indication  of  difinay  at  her 
impending  fate  ; and  what  was  perhaps 
(fill' more  surprifing  without  any  app-ar- 
ance  of  rcmoiTr  or  anguifii  at  'lie  fight  of 
her  weeping  offsprings,  whofe  tears  and 
heart  rending  fighs  might  well  belfuppofed 
to  appeal  with  irrefiftable  pathos  to  a mo- 
ther.  But  her  her  heart,  far  from  evin- 
Cing  any  dlftrufl  or  feminine  wcaknels, 
difplayed  the  utmoff  magnanimity.  Yea, 
but  a few  in  nutrs  btfo  %/he  w as  encircled 
with  thr  flames,  1 perceived  her  counte- 
nance brightened  with  a fmile,  as  if  fhr 
had  full  affurancr  that  fhe  was  preparing 
to  enter  the  itianfions  of  eternal  happinefs. 
So  powerful  are  the  notions  of  religion  on 
a bigotted  mind  ! Even  afrer  the  torch 
was  applied,  and  fhe  was  fur.oundcd  with 
the  raging  flames,  not  a groan  could  be 
heard,  nor  the  flighted  movement  percei- 
ved. She  continued  firm  feeming  to  brave 
the  remorfelels  conflagration.  But  fuf 
fering  nature  at  length  became  too  po- 
tent for  her  refolution  ; after  being  expo 
fed  to  the  aflion  of  thr  ffomrs  foi  two  or 
ihree  minutes,  Ihe  made  feveral  move- 
ments, to  which  probab.y  Die  had  been 
forced  by  the  dreadful  anguish  (he  fuffrr- 
ed,  and  thofe  movements  were  fo  violent 
as  perceptibly  to  agitate  the  whole  mafs 
of  combuftibles',  with  which  (lie  was  envi- 
roned and  fecured.  It  is  likely,  however, 
that  these  were  the  laft  druggies  of  life, 
and  that  death,  who  10  her  mud  have 
i been  a welcome  ineflVnger,  put  a period 
to  her  torment  aimed  immediately  after 
ihefc  agonizing  druggies. 

Some  four  or  five  centuries  back,  when 
mankind  were  lei's  civilized,  the  dreadful 
t penalty  of  fire,  we  find  to  have  been  awar- 
ded to  offenders,  as  a punidiment.  in  ex 
piatii  1 of  heinous  crimes  When  we 
read  those  paffages  of  liillory,  the  mind  is 
filled  with  horror  and  disgud  at  the  ex- 
ecrable manner?  of  our  ancedors  ; and  we 
are  difpoltd  to  (hudder  at  the  then  depra. 
ved  date  of  human  nature.  But  how 
much  more  (hocking  is  it  to  behold  in 
thefe  days  of  civilization,  the  prevalence 
ot  the  horrible  practice  of  human  immo- 
lation— not  for  the  purpofe  of  punifliing 
offenders  or  to  deter  others  from  rhe  com- 
million  of  crimes,  but  as  a free  will  offering 
of  the  foul  and  body  on  part  of  the  drvo- 
tee  ; whose  cafe  demands  this  sacrifice 
1 tor  the  support  of  religious  principles. 

It  is  in  vain  to  hope  that  this  detcdable 
rite  of  Hindoo  religion  will  eve*  be  ex- 
tirpated for  as  the  bigotry  attached  to  the 
one,  will  always  sanciify  the  other  with 
the  name  of  piety  and  devotion,  the  pre- 
cept and  the  practice  will  be  coeval  with

fixed  on  her  moth-r,  it  sought  by  tears, 
by  entities,  and  llruggles,  to  regain  ther 
well  known  bosom,  where  maternal  ten. 
derness  had  so  often  soothed  it  to, repose. 
Fhe  unavailing  druggies,  the  piteous 
moaniiigs  ot  the  1 fain  on  one  hand,  and 
on  the  other,  tlfo  dying  mother,  heedless 
to  its  tender  calls,  presented  a spectacle 
calculated  to  rouse  to  sympathy  a heait  of 
adamant.  . 

Before  entering  upon  the  lad  mrt  of 
the  ceremony,  that  of  walking  round  the 
pile,  the  Suttee  advanced  to  her  fuller 
who  flood  in  the  inner  circle  ot  the  crowd  ; 
and  twice  or  thrice  palling  her  hand  from 
his  forehead  t*  his  bread,  thus  give  him 
her  bu.Iing,  in  terms  which,  though  mau- 
dable,  yet  smote  upon  the  heart  with  an 
exprelfion  to  which  no  language  can  give 
utterance.  I'lie  fatliar  yielded  to  nature 
and  juft  affection,  bitterly  wept,  on  his 
lafl  interview  with  a beloved  daughter  ; 
while  the  Heroine,  raised  ab-iv.  the  feel- 
ings of  humanity,  seemed  as  if  Ihe  already 
belonged  to  another  woild  ! 

Our  readers  may  foim  some  idea  of  tbs 
feelings  of  the  principal  p.u  t of  the  na- 
tive spectators  ot  this  affecting  exhibition, 
on  being  informed  of  an  angry  uiscuffron, 
juft  belore  lighting  the  pile,  beiween  the 
Brahmins  and  the  workmen,  who  had  pro- 
vided the  fire  wood  of  which  it  was  com- 
posed, the  latter  contended  that  they  hsd 
brought  20  maims  of  wood,  while  the 
Brahmins  infilled  there  were  not  more  than 
ten.

A NOVEL  PROCESSION. 

At  the  Rerkshire  Cattle  Show  in  Pitts- 
field last  week,  a procession  was  formed 
on  the  public  square,  and  proceeded 
through  the  principal  street  in  the  fol- 
lowing order :

A num -er  of  premiums  were  awardee, 
by  the  Berkshire  Agricultural  society, 
according  to  previous  regulations. 

The  socie'y  have  also  resolved  to  pay 
certain  premiums  upon  household  ma'  u- 
factured  woolen  clothes, to  be  exhibited  in 
January  next. 

FOREIGN  AND  AMERICAN 
WOOL. 

It  is  certain  that  the  British  farmers 
and  manufacturers  have  done  a vast  deal 
of  business  in  the  Lioeooshire  and  other 
heavy  and  coarse  fleeces  of  wool.  The 
great  bulk  of  the  British  wool  must  be  of 
these  coarse  kinds. — It  is  believed  that 
the  B^jtish  have  secured  to  themselves, 
by  these  heavy  fleeces  of  cheap  wool,  the 
trade  or  business  of  blankets,  coarse,  nar- 
row and  broad  cloths,  and  cassi  meres, 
common  carpets,  kerseys,  half  thicks, 
plains,  bockery  Sc  drapery  baizes,  worst- 
ed hosiery,  caps  and  mits,  lion  skins, 
coatings,  ratteens,  naps,  friezes,  kendul 
cloth,  durants,  tammies,  shalloons  and 
rattinets,  camblets,  bombazines  and  bom- 
bazets,  calimancoes,  wildbores,  Joans 
spinnings,  moreen’s  worked  damasks, 
flannels,  serges,  worsted  bindings  and 
cords,  felt  hats,  and  paper  makersfcltings. 
These  fleeces  are  peculiarly  valuable,  in 
the  suitable  parts,  for  manufactures  of 
combed  wool,  which  are  the  most  profita- 
ble.  While  we  attend  to  the  Merino* 
with  vigilant  care  and  the  utmost  exertion , 
let  us  also  attend  to  the  following  objects. 

1st.  To  propagate  those  breeds  of  sheep 
among  us,  or  from  abroad,  which 
bear  heennj  fleeces. 

Odly . To  increase  the fleeces  of  our  sheep. 
by  propagating  from  the  greatest 
wool  bearers  of  our  present  flocks. 

We  have  an  unlimited  capital  in  land , 
and  every  variety  of  soil  Let  us  then 
breed,  on  each,  the  sheep  adapted  to  each. 
It  appears  that  the  level  and  fenny  or 
marshy  counties  of  England  have  given 
the  breeds  of  the  heavy  fleeced  sheep  ; 
and  the  dry  waving  landed  counties  have 
given  the  breeds  of  the  light  and  fine  flee- 
ces. The  quantity  of  common  wool  is  a 
very  great  desideratum  in  the  U.  States  ; 
as  is  the  quality  of  the  finer  wools.  It  is 
a very  encouraging  circumstance,  as  to 
the  coarse  heavy  fleeced  sheep,  in  this 
country,  that  they  are  considered  to  im- 
prove rn  the  quality  of  their  wool,  which 
is  occasioned  by  the  dryness  of  our  atmos- 
phere. Though  this  amelioration  is  dee- 
med universal,  it  is  supposed,  that  the 
range  of  country  near  the  heads  of  our 
soul  hern  rivers,  in  temperatures  correspon- 
ding 'with  the  North  of  Spain,  will  be  pe- 
culiarly favorable  to  the  improverrtent  of 
the  wool  of  the  heavy  fleeced  sheep

Q.  But  supposing  the  external  tax  or 
duty  to  be  laid  on  the  necessaries  of  life 
imported  into  your  colony,  will  not  that 
be  the  same  thing  in  its  effect  as  an  inter- 
nal tax. 

A.  I do  not  know  a single  article  im- 
ported into  the  northern  colonies, but  what 
they  can  either  do  without,  or  make  them- 
selves. 

Q.  Don’t  you  think  cloth  trom  Eng- 
land absolutely  necessary  to  them  ? 

A.  No,  by  no  means  absolutely  neces- 
sary ; with  industry  and  good  manage- 
ment, they  may  very  well  supply  them- 
selves with  all  they  want. 

Q Will  it  not  take  a long  time  to  es- 
tablish that  manufacture  among  them  ; 
and  must  they  not  in  the  mean  while  suf- 
fer greatly. 

A.  I think  not.  They  have  made  a 
surprizing  grogress  already, — and  1 am 
of  opinion,  that  before  theirold  clothes  are 
worn  out,  they  will  have  new  ones  of  their 
own  making. 

Q.  Can  they  possibly  find  wool  enough 
in  North  America. 

A.  They  have  taken  steps  to  increase 
the  wool  They  entered  into  general 
combinations  to  eat  no  more  lamb  ; and 
vory  few  lambs  were  killed  last  year. — 
This  course,  persisted  in,  will  soon  make 
a prodigious  difference  in  the  quantity  of 
wool. — And  ilieestablishingof  great  man- 
ufactories, like  in  the  clothing  towns  here, 
is  not  necessary,  as  it  i»  wlie're  the  busi- 
ness is  carried  on  for  the  trade.  The 
people  will  all  spin  and  work  for  them- 
selves in  their  own  houses. 

Q.  Can  there  be  wool  and  manufacture 
enough  in  one  or  two  years  ? 

A.  In  three  years  I think  there  may. 

Q.  Docs  not  the  severity  of  the  winter, 
in  the  northern  colonies  occasion  the  wool 
to  be  of  a bad  quality  ? 

A No,  the  wool  is  very  fine  and  good. 

Q.  In  the  more  southern  colonies,  as 
in  Virginia,  don’t  you  know,  that  the 
wool  is  coarse  and  only  a kind  of  hair  ? 

A.  I Don’t  know  it — I never  heard  it. 
Yet  I have  been  sometimes  in  Virginia — 
I cannot  say  I ever  took  particular  notice 
of  th?  wool  there,  but  I believe  it  is  good 
though  1 cannot  speak  positively  of  it  ; 
but  Virginia  and  the  colonies  south  of  it, 
have  less  occasion  for  wool  ; their  winters 
are  short  and  not  very  severe  ; and  they 
•can  very  welt  clothe  theiMelves  with  lin- 
en and  cotton  of  their  own  raising  for  the 
rest  of  the  year 

Q.  If  the  act  is  not  repealed,  «*hat  do 
you  think  will  be  the  consequence  ? 

A.  A total  loss  of  the  respect  and  af- 
fection the  people  of  America  hear  to 
fhis  country,  and  of  all  the  commerce 


*bf ' depends  on  that  respect  and  affec- 
tion. 

Q.  How  can  the  commerce  be  affcct- 
■ d ? ^ 

A.  You  will  find  that  if  the  act  is  not 
'•epealed,  they  will  take  very  little  of  your 
manufactures  in  a short  time. 

Q.  Is  it  in  their  power  to  do  without 
them  ? 

A.  I think  they  may  very  well  do  with- 
out them 

Q.  Is  it  their  interest  not  to  take 
them  ? «. 

A.  Tile  goods  they  take  from  Britain 
are  either  necessaries,  or  mere  conveni- 
ences, or  superfluities — The  first,  as 
cloth,  Sec.  with  a little  industry  they  can 
make  at  home  ; the  second  they  can  do 
without,  till  they  are  able  to'provide  them 
among  themselves  ; and  the  last,  which 
are  nittch  the  greatest  part,  they  will  strike 
off  immediately. — They  are  mere  articles 
of  fashion,  purchased  and  consumed,  be- 
cause the  fashion  in  a respected  country  ; 
but  will  now  be  de’ested  and  rejected. — 
The  people  have  already  struck  off,  by 
general  agreement,  the  use  of  all  goods 
fashionable  in  mourning,  and  many  thous- 
and pounds  worth  are  sent  back  as  unsala- 
ble. 

Q.  Is  it  their  interest  to  make  cloth  at 
home  ? 

A.  I think  they  may  at^iresent  get  it 
cheaper  from  Britain,  I mean  of  the  fine- 
ness and  neatness  of  workmanship;  but 
when  one  consider  other  circumstances, 
the  restraint  on  their  trade,  and  the  diffi- 
culty of  making  remittances,  it  is  their  in- 
terest to  make  every  thing. 

Q.  Supposing  the  stamp  act  continued 
and  enforced,  do  you  imagine  that  ill  hu- 
mour will  induce  the  Americans  to  give 
as  much  for  worse  manufactures  of  their 
own,  and  use  them,  preferable  to  better  of 
ours  ? 

A.  Yes,  I think  so. — People  will  pay  as 
freely  to  gratify  one  passion  as  another, 
their  resentment  as  their  pride. 

Q.  Would  the  people  at  Boston  dis- 
continue their  trade  ? 

A.  The  merchants  are  a very  small 
number  compared  with  the  body  of  the 
people,  and  must  discontinue  their  trade, 
if  no  body  will  buy  their  goods. 

Q.  What  are  the  body  of  the  people 
in  the  colonies  ? 

A.  They  are  farmers,  husbandmen,  or 
planters. 

Q.  Would  they  suffer  the  produce  of 
their  lands  to  rot  ? 

A.  No  ; but  they  would  not  raise  so 
much.  They  would  manufacture  more, 
and  plow  less 

Q.  Are  there  any  slitting  mills  in  A- 
erica  ? 

A.  I think  there  are  three,  but  I be- 
lieve only  one  at  present  employed.  — I 
suppose  they  will  be  all  set  to  work,  if 
the  interruption  of  the  trade  continues. 

Q Are  there  any  fulling-mills  there  ? 

A.  A great  many. 

Q.  Did  you  never  hear,  that  a great 
quantity  of  stockings  were  contracted  for, 
for  thearmy  during  the  war, and  manufac- 
tured in  Philadelphia. 

A.  I have  heard  so. 

Q If  the  stamp  act  should  be  repealed, 
would  it  induce  the  assemblies  of  Ameri- 
ca to  acknowledge  the  rights  of  parlia- 
ment to  tax  them,  and  would  they  erase 
their  resolutions? 

A.  None  that  Iknow  of ; they  will  ne- 
ver do  it,  unless  compelled  by  force  of 
arms. 

Q Is  there  a power  on  earth  that  can 
force  them  to  erase  them  ? 

A.  No  power,  how  great  so  ever,  can 
force  men  to  change  their  opinions. 

Q.  W hat  used  to  be  the  pride  of  the 
Americans  ? 

A.  To  indulge  in  the  fashions  2c  man- 
ufactures of  Great  Britain. 

Q.  What  is  now  their  pride  ? 

A.  To  wear  their  old  clothes  over 
again,  till  they  can  make  lew  ones.

| weather,  as  a man  respires  in  a vitiated 
and  impure  state  in  that  space  of  time.-- 
Hence  the  inhabitants  of  close  ill-aired 
and  unwholsome  places,  should  be  dili 
gent  in  its  cultivation Watchman.

THE  BRITISH  CAPTURES,  . 

Under  the  orders  in  council,  since  the 
relaxation  of  the  French  decrees,  now  a- 
mount  to  upwards  of  fifty. 

War — Actual  War  ! — We  have 
not  the  least  doubt  that  British  »nd  Amer- 
ican blood  has  been  spilt  before  this  day, 
in  open,  public  and  determined  fight.  It 
has  been  known  for  some  time,  that  hos- 
tilities had  been  resolved  on  by  the  two 
parties,  the  preliminaries  settled,  and  pre- 
parations for  battle  made.  The  actual 
commencement  was  to  take  place  on  Fri- 
day last,  the  27th  ult.  in  the  very  heart  ol 
England.  On  that  day  Crib  the  British 
champion,  and  Molineaux,  the  American 
black,  (a  New  Yorker)  were  to  fight  at 
Doncaster  for  600  guineas  a head  — Oth- 
er bets  were  made,  to  the  amount,  it  is 
supposed,  of  two  hundred  and  filly  thous- 
and dollars,  on  the  issue.  And  even  it:

We  may  learn  from  the  errors  of  Brad- 
dock  and  St.  Clair,  that  an  Indian  enemy

Mr.  Armstrong 
slates  that  the  army  had  commenced 
building  the  Fort,  and  had  erected  severa 
pickets,  and  had  raised  two  block  houses 
about  10  feet  above  the  foundation  ; thal 
they  had  timber  sufficient  to  complete 
them,  which  would  be-  done  in  a few  days 
The  army  consisted  of  about  1500  men. 
Colonel  Boyd  commanded  about  400  Reg- 
ulars. Col  Decker  about  600  Riflemen. 
Col.  Joseph  H.  Daviess  commands  about 
200  Cavalry  well  equipped — the  balance 
of  the  army  were  composed  of  companies 
who  acted  as  scouting  parties.  On  the 
night  of  the  10th  inst.  one  of  the  centi- 
nels  (a  Regular)  was  fired  on  by  an  Indian 
and  shot  through  both  thighs  ; but  the 
wound  was  presumed  not  mortal.  It  was 
believed  there  were  but  a few  Indians 
near  the  encampment,  and  they  were  in 
small  scouting  parties.— The  troops  were 
well  supplied  with  every  thing  necessary 
for  a campaign,  and  were  in  very  good 
health.
